A, This Phenomenon induced many of the an- 
elere Attronomers to believe that the Moon has 
fome Ligurc of irs own, and does not borrow 
all from the Sin. But the obfervation of the Ph.c- 
namencn icfelt confutes this Opinion, fince this 
dusky Light is never vifible, unle{s three or four 
Days before and atrer the New Moon ; whereas 
if it were the Moon's native Lighr, we fhou’d un- 
doubtediy fec till the greater Light e Sun 
has iuminared the whole Disk of the Moon. 
Fhe Reafon therefore of the Phanomenon can be 
no other than rhe Earth’s refleting gf the Sun's 
Light, which may be ealily done near the Time 


vf cae New Moon; becau'e alrinft the 
tleantphere of the Earth does then appear en- 
ighrened to the Moon. Ss we find the Earca
